Hundreds turn out to pay last 
respects to family killed in fire 


The flag on the Andover common flew 
at half mast this week. And in the adja- 
cent Congregational Church, hundreds of 
friends.and relatives gathered Tuesday 
to comfort one another on the deaths of 
Randy and Leslie (Bean) Deanis and her 
two boys, Bronson and Brock Lindeman, 
The family of four died in an early- 
morning fire Saturday, which gutted the 
house they were renting on East B. Hill 
Road, in Andover, just.a couple of blocks 
from the center of town, 

From. the kitchen window of the Hut- 
chins residence, next door, the charred 


_ remains of the house stand quietly—a 


portion of the building caved in, the win- 
dow glass melted from the extreme heat 
that prevented anyone from reaching the 
family that had been sleeping upstairs. 

“The dog barking is what got us up,” 
Sharon Hutchins recalled, Her husband 
Bob, a volunteer fireman, looked out, 
saw the Dednis house on fire and called 
in the alarm, 

The time was 1:55 a.m. Saturday, ac- 
cording to Andover Fire Chief Kerry 
Merrill, who said his firefighters were on 
the scene in five minutes. 

But the fire had too much of a head 
start. “The whole downstairs was com- 
pletely involved,” the chief said,”and 
(fire) was going up the walls on the 
outside.” 

Mrs. Hutchins, who rushed outside 
with her husband after he called in the 
alarm, said, “It was just a matter of 
minutes and it was gone,” 

A friend who worked with Randy 
Deanis at Andover Wood Products had 
been sleeping on the sofa in the living 
room downstairs and awoke to find 
flames around him, He ran outside and 
called to the sleepers upstairs. “He kept 
calling ‘Duck,’” said Mrs, Hutchins. 
(Randy Deanis’ nickname was 
“Duckie,”) ai 

The friend, Wayne Melanson, told 
firefighters where his friends were, but 


the firefighters couldn't get through the 
flames downstairs and couldn't put lad- 
ders on the walls because of the flames 
licking up the sides of the building. 

The 16 Andover firefighters, using 
three engines and assisted by four men 
with air packs from the Rumford Fire 
Department, first set about knocking 
down the flames downstairs, Then they 
were able to put ladders up to the second 
floor on the north side of the house. 
Flames were still girding the southern 
wall, outside the bedrooms where the 
family had been sleeping. 

Firefighters first took out the two 
boys—Bronson, 3, and Brock, 2, from 
their bed, Rescue personnel immediately 
began giving them CPR and continued to 
do so as they were taken to Rumford 
Community Hospital. But there were 
never any signs of life, the chief said. 

Firefighters next removed the body of 
Leslie Deanis from her bedroom. Later, 
they found Randy Deanis at the foot of 
the stairs. There was speculation he had

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Perham back in jail 
—pleads innocent 


at arraignment 


Joseph (Jody) Perham was captured 
without ineident as he slept beneath a 
cottage on Tuell Town Road, in North 
Paris, last Wednesday morning. He was 
arraigned that afternoon on formal in- 
dictments banded down by the county 
grand jury, which had been in session. 

At his arraignment he pleaded inno- 
cent to two counts of attempted murder, 
three counts of assault, one count of ar- 
son and one count of escape. 

Superior Court Clerk Donna Howe told 
The Citizen she will not set a trial date 
for 30 days from the time of 
arraignment—until Mr. Perham's court- 
appointed lawyer, Craig Turner, has had 
time to file any pre-trial motions. “Pro- 
bably it would be December, more like- 
ly January or February,” before Mr. 
Perham would come to trial, Mrs, Howe 
said. 

Sheriff's deputies were able to capture 
the fugitive, who had escaped from the 
county jail Sept. 22, after receiving atip 
from a Farmington man who had given 
a hitchhiker matching Perham’s descrip- 
tion a ride from Shagg Pond, Woodstock, 
to Trap Corner, West Paris, a week ago 
Saturday. 

The Farmington man told authorities 
the hitchhiker had said he was going to 
North Paris. Knowing that a friend of 
Mr, Perham—Kevin Gibbs—had a cot- 
tage on the Tuell Town Road, deputies in- 
véstigated the area a week ago Sunday, 
saw a note signed “Joe” and last Tues-

day got a search warrant in order to 
enter the cottage on Wednesday. 

When they arrived Wednesday morn- 
ing at 7 o’clock, they found Mr. Perham 
still asleep in his sleeping bag under the 
house. He offered no resistance after he 
was awakened. 

Oxford County Sheriff Alton Howe said 
Mr. Perham later told him he had 
originally planned to head for Bethel 
after his escape, but wound up staying 
in the West Paris/Woodstock area. He 
spent a couple of nights under an old 
school bus somewhere, the sheriff said, 
and spent some time at Shagg Pond, plus 
a lot of nights in the woods. He slept in 
a sleeping bag he retrieved from a 
camper he keeps in West Paris. 

Sheriff Howe added that Jody Perham 
told him, “He meant rio harm to anyone.

4, Gary Wing wins 


in Woodstock; 
Stowell offers $$ 


At the special town meeting in 
Woodstock last night, an unusually heavy 
turnout of voters elected Gary Wing as 
selectman to fill the unexpired term of 
the late Frank Bean. Mr. Wing will serve 


. until March 1987, 


The crush of voters wanting tohavea - 
say in the election issue spilled out into 
the hall, and two ballots were needed to 
decide the issue, . 

On the first ballot, with 134 votes cast, 
Mr. Wing received 58, George Hooper 54, 
and Jerry Hefley 22. On the second ballot, 
Mr. Wing received the majority needed 
to win, garnering.70 of the 132 votes cast. 
Mr, Hooper received 55 and Mr. Hefley — 
received 7, 

The other articles on the warrant were - 
passed with minimal discussion, with 
Paul Hiliquist as moderator. First, 
voters decided to discontinue the road 
from the West Paris town line to the 
Sumner town line and regard it as a 
private way. ; 

Then they agreed to appropriate 
$14,000 for a used 1970 Champion grader 
to replace the old grader, The old grader 
had been rolled over and damaged and 
would have required more money in 
repairs than. it was worth. 

Finally, it was decided to take $218.50 
from surplus for liability insurance to 
cover the town’s new 1-ton truck. 

Following the meeting, the selectinen 
informed the voters that the new owners 
-of Stowell had approached town officials 
regarding turning over to the company 
the town road that provides access to the 
mill, In return, the selectmen reported, 
Stowell would give the town $20,000, 
which happens to be the amount the town 
lost on back taxes when the mill chang- 

ed hands. 

Selectman Cliff York suggested that 
voters think about the offer, but warned 
them that the offer was, so far, merely 
oral. “We want to get a written proposal,” 
he said.

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Too much grandstanding 


In the past week we have seen our national leaders playing to. the 
grandstand instead of carefully devising policy. First we had the Reagan 
Administration and the Republican-controlled Senate push through a 
scheme to forcibly balance the federal budget by 1991. The President, 
blaming the Democrats for the nearing-$200 billion federal budget 
deficit, said the legislation was necessary to get the deficit under control. 

This is the same man, who in 1979 when he was running against Jim- 
my Carter, said he would have the budget deficit (which was then under 
$50 billion) down to zero by the end of his first term, if he were elected. 
Well, he was elected, and we heard no more of deficit reduction until 
now, in his second term. 

The legislation that breezed through the Senate looks good to unwary 
constituents, many of whom have applauded their senators’ determina- 
tion to take a stand against red ink. But, in reality, they have taken no 
stand at all. The stand will have to be taken down the line, when 
legislators will be fighting for their pet programs against an administra- 
tion determined to continue pouring larger percentages of the federal 
budget into military programs. Under the legislation, military contracts 
will be spared from budget cuts, as will social security, What will be 
left for cutting will be social and economic programs. 

Moreover, a budget can be balanced by increasing taxation as well 
as by reducing expenses, which is the other alternative we can expect 
from this meaningless legislation. What is needed is the political will 
on the part of our legislators to stand fast against wasteful military 
splurging. 

While it has been shown that those countries that spend less of their 
GNP on military spending have faster-growing economies, the federal 
government continues to increase the amount of GNP going to the 
military, causing huge budget deficits. These budget deficits, according 
to national business leaders who met last week, cause the dollar to have 
an inflated value against foreign currencies, which makes foreign im- 
ports cheaper for Americans and makes American exports more ex- 
pensive for foreigners. 

But, instead of dealing with this basic problem, our leaders in 
Washington, the Maine delegation included, have been grandstanding 
again, setting import restrictions. This will have the effect of making 
imports more expensive for American consumers and will do nothing 
to make American exports less expensive. The balance of payments will 
not improve, and the consumer’s purchasing power will decline. More 
far-sighted legislation would provide re-training for workers in industries 
that cannot compete with foreign producers. 

Finally, in the realm of grandstanding, we were treated to Ronald 
(“Rambo”) Reagan. brandishing the big stick against Egypt—one of our 
few friends in the middle east. U.S. Navy fighter planes forced an Egyp- 
tion commercial jetliner to land in Sicily so that Palestinian terrorists 
on that plane could be brought to justice. 

The goal of bringing to justice the Palestinian pirates who took over 
the Italian cruise ship Achille Lauro and killed an American tourist 
on board is certainly justifiable. But diplomacy should have been given 
more of chance to achieve that goal. Obviously it was diplomacy that 
forced the government of Tunisia to not allow the Egyptian jetliner to 
land there. Further diplomatic pressure could have been brought against 
Egypt to prosecute the terrorists. 

Instead, by playing to the grandstand and jumping to the military op- 
tion, we have weakened our diplomatic clout throughout the Mediteran- 
nean. region. 

A great power has a lot of strength short of military force. We must 
learn how to use ours. biw 


Not enough pre-planning 


Now that the lights are on again throughout the region served by Cen- 
tral Maine Power, the utility company should take a hard look at its 
contingency plans for dealing with storms. 

It took over a week for CMP to get customers back on line after Hur- 
ricane Gloria, and many thousands of customers found their food rot- 
ting in warming freezers. As reported in The Citizen last week, CMP 
was slow in bringing in repair crews from out of state. In contrast, 
Massachusetts communities had crews from Maryland in as soon as 
the storm had passed, working with local linemen to repair downed lines. 

Also, CMP did not begin calling in its workforce until after the storm 
had passed. In the future, vacations should be cancelled before the storm 
arrives and crews should be put on standby. biw

doors, thinking he would be going away 
for quite awhile. 

‘He said he might have turned himself 
in after a few weeks.” 

Jody Perham’s father, Joe Perham, of 
West Paris, said his son ran from the 
county jail because he feared for his life. 
“He said he didn’t think he would survive 
a trial—literally. He thought someone 
would kill him (either at the trial or in 
prison after he was convicted).” 

Mr. Perham, who has said his son suf- 
fers from paranoic schizophrenia and 
has been in and out of mental institutions, 
described Jody’s state of health as being 
improved this week. “When he came out 
of the woods he seemed as well off as 
when he went in, It seems the fresh air 
may have done him good.” 

The younger Mr, Perham faces possi- 
ble prison terms of 20 years for each of 
the two counts of attempted murder; plus 
additional terms on the other charges. 

The attempted murder charges stem 
from his alleged knife attack on Beatrice 
Lang and John Mailloux at Mrs, Lang's 
home in the early morning hours of July 
6. 

While awaiting the action of the grand 
jury, Mr, Perham escaped from the ex- 
ercise yard of the county jail Sept. 22. As 
a result, three corrections officials were 
disciplined and changes were made in 
the yard and along the fence over which 
he jumped.

order, but people don’t want to go to the 
high end of the scale.” 

He added, “Whatever deal the 
(negotiating) team could come up with 
would have to be ratified by each town’s 
legislative body.” 

Tipping fees at the incinerator vary 
from $8,50 to $10. per ton, which is what 
the Greenstock transfer station pays. 
Some towns, however, have contracts 
that are based on audited costs, which 
contracts have a ceiling of $15 per ton. 

Auburn City Manager “Chip” Morrison 
told The Citizen he wants to get the 20 
towns that use the incinerator all paying 
the same fee.
